ARRL OB 845 


In connection with the U.S. 
nuclear tests in the vicinity 
of Johnston Island in the Pa- 
cific, the FCC has been in- 
formed tthat the resultant 
ionization may produce radio 
transmission effects princi- 
pally in the frequency range 
between 3 and 380 Mc., and 
for radio paths crossing large 
areas surrounding that site. 

This concerns principally 
long range overseas radio 
communication. The Commis- 
sion plans to make observa- 
tions at its monitoring sta- 
tions of transmissions from 
appropriate radio stations. 

FCC will also appreciate 
receiving reports of any ef- 
fects observed by commercial 
and amateur radio operators.

, OSCAR TAPES 


Florida Skip now has two 
tape copies of “OSCAR I IN 
ORBIT” for loan to any Flori- 
da Radio Club.

The tape 
covers the actual launching of 
OSCAR I on December 12th, 
1961 and identifies those pre- 
sent at the Agena-Discoverer 
rocket launching.

The 
recording shows doppler ef- 
fects as the statelite ap- 
proaches and recedes. The 
tape runs 25 to 30 minutes 
at 7% IPS. 


THE “GOOD OLD DAYS” 


This article will attempt to 
be an unbiased look at the 
earlier days of amteur Radio, 
which, to the old timer, al- 
ways seem crowned with a 
golden halo. It is quite natur- 
al to recall the thrills of the 
early days, and to forget the 
difficulties and _ limitations, 
but an unbiased look at what 
it was like should be encour- 

ing. 

We are inclined to regard 
the period of our first exper- 
‘iences in amateur Radio as 
“The Good Old Days” arid to 
feel that any change must be 
for the worse. Some of us go 
to ridiculous extremes. The 
first transmitting equipment 
ever used at many of the old 
stations were t hin g s like 
spark coil, glass plate conden- 
ser and helix. In 1912 the new 
Radio law forced many of the 
amateurs off the air from 
frequencies around 800 me- 
ters. This was all they knew, 
so there were many who 
dropped out at this time. 


Dealers handling “wireless” 
supplies and equipment were 
few and far between; factory 
built gear was pretty primi- 
tive and plenty expensive, and 
most amateurs were strictly 
on their own. There was no 
ARRL Handbook, no QST, 
and reliable information was 
almost unobtainable. A few 
of the more experienced and 
well equipped amateurs man- 
aged to work considerable dis- 
tances, but the majority of 
beginners were happy to get 
a few local contacts. Spark 
telegraphy was the only form 
of transmission, and for all 
practical purposes they were 
all on one frequency (theo- 
retically 1500 kc) and receiver 
selectivity wasn’t even a ru- 
mor. 

Compare that situation with 
what we have today ... Ex- 
cellent factory built equip- 
ment, parts and supplies av- 
ailable everywhere, the best 
technical know how costing 
only the price of a handbook, 
and the youngest novice work- 
ing distances which would 
have been record breaking 40 
years ago. Amateur frequency 
bands range from 1800 ke to 
the top of the spectrum, and 
we operate CW, AM, FM, 
SSB, RTTY, FAX and even 
TV if we wish. You think we 
have QR M today — you 
should have tried spark in the 
early twenties. You have ob- 
served a slight coolness be- 
tween the AM and SSB boys 
— you should have been a- 


NOT SOLD ON SSB 


If not sold on SSB. Been 
on SB over a year now es 
I’m still not sold. Ive gone 
back to AM some of the time, 
and CW more of the time. 
Sure I know all abt how ef- 
ficient SB is compared to AM, 
how you get 9 db more sig 
es all that stuff, it takes up 
less room, no squeals ete. But 
ew offers all this and more 
too. Anyone can talk with his 
mouth, but it takes skill to 
talk with ur fingers, OM. Try 
it for a change, and I'll bet 
you'll enjoy it. A good solid 
contact on cw with a real op- 
erator (not necessarily a fast 
one, either) leaves a good 
feeling, sort of like this is 
what amateur radio is all abt. 


Stick with cw till you can 
copy the stuff in ur head 
without too much strain es 
T’ll pet you will enjoy it much 
as I do. Maybe I'll be sold on 
SB when most of the boys 
have gone SB, but now it 
seems most of the people I 
want to talk to are still on 
AM or CW. In my business I 
yackety yack all day, es its a 
pleasure to come home es 
work a cw contact with a guy 
who can say a whole lot in a 
few words, es not strain my 
tonsils. You say maybe so, 
but cw is too slow, you can 
think so much faster than 
you can send? If you leave 
out all the unnecessary stuff 
OB I bet you’ll find you can’t 
think fast enuff to keep a cw 
contact going to long. You 
don’t hear those uuuuuuhhhhs 
on cw while some guy trys to 
keep his vor on to keep any- 
one from busting in. Listen 
to those boys on the QFN 
some night, or one of the 
other NTS cw nets. They 
sound like they really know 
what communications is all 
about, and those signals have 
a little pride behind them. It’s 
something I never quite feel 
listening to the AM es SB 
boys.

HELPFUL HINTS 


1. An effective noise limiter 
that can be installed in almost 
any receiver in a few minutes 
time consists of a pair of LN- 
384A germanium crystals con- 
necetd across the secondary 
of the last if. transformer. 
The crystals should be con- 
nected in parallel with oppos- 
ing polarity clipping depth 
for the system is adjusted by 
the rf. gain control of the 
receiver. 


2. When looking for a truly 
inexpensive high capacitance 
variable condenser, don’t over- 
look the b.c. receiver field. 
Some of the dual superhet 
tuning units offer a capacit- 
ance of approx. 400 mmf. per 
section for a cash outlay of 
only a dollar or so. Some- 
times, you even find the va- 
riabes on the bargain counter. 


3. An inexpensive method 
of checking transmitter har- 
monic radiation is available 
now that mail order house are 
offering TV _ receiver front 
ends for less than $10.00. The 
TV tuner is used in broad 
band converter fashion, its 
output feeding the regular 
station communications recei- 
ver which is tuned over the 
range 21 to 25 Mc. The effect 
of adjusting harmonic traps 
or suppressors may be readily 
observed by watching the re- 
ceiver’s S-meter. A_ shielded 
wire, with four to six inches 
exposed at the far end makes 
a good probe.

~HE STORY OR THE 


TRANSATLANTIGCS .... .... —.. 


(We learned in _ previous 
chapters of early attempts 
and failures to put a signal 
“across the pond” in the first 
transatlantic tests. How Paul 
Godley, 2ZE was sent to Scot- 
land, and all the preparations 
both here and abroad that were 
made preliminary to this sec- 
ond, greatest of all amateur 
tests. And now, we find God- 
ley hard at work in Scotland, 
completing preparations) Re- 
ported in QST by 1BHW, 1962. 


Time was growing very 
short when Godley arrived at 
Ardrossan (Scotland) and 
there was no opportunity to 
build a shack or make any 
particular arrangements for 
comfort. Unfortunately the 
only good location was in an 
open field without buildings 
and a tent was the only pos- 
sible housing. This record 
breaking reception, then, was 
done in just a tent, exposed 
to the elements, its only light 
a lantern and its only heat 
an oil stove, while the coun- 
tryside rocked in the worst 
weather imaginable — cold 
and penetratingly raw, ter- 
rific down-pours of rain, and 
wild gales — the results of 
a cyclone which passed near- 
by. The physical strain and 
suffering must have been in- 
tense. What a debt we owe 
Godley for what he went thru 
for us! 


Meanwhile it had _ been 
planned to file a message daily 
at Carnaryon, (Wales) Radio 
MUU, addressed to the ARRL 
at Hartford and containing a 
brief report of reception or 
conditions. So great was the 
interest of commercial com- 
panies in our undertaking that 
the Marconi officials very 
kindly arranged to send this 
report at a_ specified time 
daily, 7 a.m. British time or 
2 a.m. Eastern Standard Time, 
and do it slowly by hand, so 
that the amateur world could 
copy it direct and so get 
first-hand word from Godley 
at the earliest possible mo-- 
ment. November QST (1921) 
told of this and gave sug- 
gestions on the reception of 
MUU. Carnarvons’ signals are 
not very easy to receive how- 
ever, and so it was arranged 
that Godley should send “PC” 
messages, which means that 
they were to be repeated back 
for vertification, and on this 
side of the water the same 
brand of very interested co- 
operated which marked the at- 


titude of the Marconi offi- 
cials in England was evident 
in the Radio Corporation 
(RCA) folks and special ar- 
rangements were made that 
WII, the Corporation station 
at New Brunswick, should 
slowly repeat Godley’s mes- 
sages upon their receipt im- 
mediately after 2 a.m. Eastern 
Time. This made it possible 
for every amateur to get the 
dope instantly, and altho an- 
nouncements was not  pub- 
lished, it was telegraphed our 
division Managers (of ARRL) 
and broadcasted thru the divi- 
sions by radio, so that thru- 
out the country there were 
watch parties every night of 
the tests. 


THE RESULTS 


The tests are now a mat- 
ter of history. In this issue 
(QTS, Feb. 1922) we publish 
Mr. Godley’s complete report, 
a wonderful document, which 
tells the interesting story 
from his end, and we do not 
intend to scoop it in this poor 
chronicle. His daily radio re- 
ports, which were delayed 24 
hours thruout the tests, real- 
ly told the story, These re- 
ports, by the way, were filed 
over his name by Mr. Cour- 
sey (in England), Mr. Godley 
wiring coded reports of his 
reception to Mr. Coursey for 
checking, after which the lat- 
ter passed them on to us. 

Eight British amateurs were 
successful in copying the 
American signals, and _ that 
is something that pleases us 
immensely. At this writing we 
have not yet received any de- 
tailed report from Mr. Coursey 
but he cables us that the 
secret codes were correctly 
copied by British amateurs 
from 1AFV (Estey) Salem, 
Mass.; 1BCG _ (Cronkhite, 
Armstrong, Amy Grinan, In- 
man, Burghard) Grenwich, 
Conn., 2FP (Peiler) Brooklyn; 
2ZL (Smith) Valley Stream, 
L. L, N. Y.; and 2BML (Bev- 
erage) Riverhead, L. I. That 
during free periods they copied 
1UN (Dodge) Manchester, 
Mass, 1RU (Miner) West 
Hartford, Conn., 1XM (Mass. 
Institute Technology) Cam- 
bridge, Mass.; and 2ZC (Loeb) 
South Orange, N. J.; and that 
it is probable that 1ZE (Ver- 
milya) Marion, Mass., and 
2ZU were also heard; a total 
of eleven stations. Mr. God- 
ley brings back the rumor 
that 1DA_ (Wigglesworth) 
Manchester, Mass., was also 
copied by British amateurs but 
Mr. Coursey makes no men- 
tion of it.

SCM CORNER 


For too long a itime this 
SCM hes been including in this 
column rebuttals to various 
and sundry articles regarding 
ARRL, myself as SCM and 
other amateurs and their acti- 
vities. I do not believe that 
this column should be used for 
this purpose and will discon- 
tinue it henceforth. Anything 
of the above nature will be, if 
necessary covered elsewhere. 
I would greatly appreciate 
some response from amateurs 
who feel that they disagree 
with some of the above-men- 
tioned articles and who feel 
strongly enough to write in 
reply in the pages of Florida 
Skip. Let’s distribute the load 
gents if we firmly believe in 
what we do. This column will 
contain only such information 
as will be of immediate con- 
cern and assistance to the 
amateur, particularly the 
ARRL member who those who 
might be interested in becom- 
ing members in the near fu- 
ture. What better way could 
you contribute to the support 
of your hobby. 


This office has recently con- 
ducted a careful survey of 
reports submitted by all Of- 
ficial Observers in this sec- 
tion. It was noted that several 
00s have not submitted re- 
quired reports for the past 
three months at least starting 
in January 1962. I did not at- 
tempt to go back any farther 
into the files since a three 
months inactivity status is 
sufficient to be cause for in- 
quiry with the view of termin- 
ating some appointments. Let- 
ters of notification have al- 
ready been sent to the stations 
concerned and we _ sincerely 
think that they will resume 
at least the minimum effort 
to retain appointment. Some 
OOs are of the opinion that 
simply remaining qualified 
thru the medium of Frequency 
Measuring Tests is enough to 
retain appointment. This is 
not so. The FMT qualification 
is necessary to hold Class 1 
or 2 frequency measuring ap- 
pointments. Monitoring and 
notification activity is the 
prime consideration and this 
includes reporting this activty 
on a monthly basis, one copy 
to Hq ARRL one copy to the 
SCM. 


Each section is limited to 2 
certain number of all classes 
of Official Observers. This 
limit is determined by Hq 
ARRL and each section noti- 
fied thru the Annual Report 
and OO bulletins. We, at this 
time, are considerably over this 


allotment. We have a long 
waiting list. It can be readily 
seen that the 00s that we do 
appoint must be active to an 
acceptable degree in order to 
keep the 00 program at the 
required level. ARRL provides 
that any appointee who does 
not report for a period of three 
months automatically indicates 
that he no longer is interest- 
ed. This office takes the lib- 
erty to further qualify this by 
taking into account illness, 
absence from the _ section, 
equipment troubles of a tem- 
porary nature and any other 
reasonable excuse for inacti- 
vity provided that the 00 no- 
tifies this office so that prop- 
er note may be taken and can- 
cellation action forestalled. Ac- 
cording to the latest 00 bulle- 
tin there is a great need for 
00s on both 6 and 2 meiers, 
especially 6 meters. Anyone 
who feels he would like to help 
along these lines please drop 
me a posteard or radiogram 
and we can carry it on from 
there. (QTH Page 2). 


A reporting survey was also 
conducted with regard to Of- 
ficial Experimental Station ap- 
pointments. There has’ been 
a very large drop in reporting 
in this category over a three 
or four months period. This 
also could result in cancella- 
tion of appointment. This of- 
fice realizes that this type of 
appointment is comparatively 
new as is any degree of or- 


ganized activity on VHF. We 


do not wish to discourage par- 
ticipation in this area. We also 
realize that there are times 
when there just isn’t anything 
much to report. If all will just 
keep in mind that even a neg- 
ative report will keep their 
appointment intact I believe 
a better percentage would be 
received here resulting in 
cancellations. The primary 
source of the reporting forms 
is Hq ARRL but this office 
stands ready to supply a limit- 
ed number to each appointee 
until his main supply is re- 
ceived. We have been doing 
quite well in the number of 
appointees in this category. 
We have not been fussy about 
initial requirements to obtain 
this appointment because we 
firmly believe that this is a 
very good way to encourage 
better work and operation on 


VHF. 


It seems to me that VHF 
is a wonderful opportunity 
to really show the rest of the 
ham world how it should be 
done. We have the experience 
gained by observing the mis- 
takes that were made on the 


lower frequencies in the past 
which has lead to the condi- 
tions that you hear today. 
Now is the time foreall 
VHFers to find the answers 
to these problems prevalent 
on the lower frequencies BH- 
FORE they take place on the 
VHF bands. 


In case you believe that 
there will always be ample 
room on these broad bands just 
look back a few years and note 
the rapid growth in the use 
of these frequencies. How long 
before QRM will raise its’ 
ugly head to the extent that 
your pleasure is considerably 
marred. Is there not something 
that you can do NOW to nre- 
pare for ‘this gradually in- 
creasing’ influx to six and two 
meters? Have you been hear- 
ing more and more often ru- 
mors about the use of our 
lower frequency bands being 
curtailed in the future — a 
natural course of events as 
tthe need for space becomes 
more acute for commercial 
and military use? 


The pressure on our govern- 
ment will increase as time goes 
on and somethings got to give 
and you can guess pretty well 
what that will be. The amateur 
must go somewhere and you 
can guess pretty well what 
somewhere is UP. Can six and 
two meters survive the influx 
of some thousands of addi- 
tional amateurs without some 
really effective regulations, 
some effective plan that will 
tend to avoid what has hap- 
pened on the lower frequen- 
cies? 


Is there a better time to 
start thinking about this ser- 
iously RIGHT NOW and dis- 


cussing various remedies both 
on the air and in writing thru 
various publications available 
to us all?

NIX ON IRON CURTAIN 
REPORTS

In the January issue of CQ 
Magazine on page 106 there 
appears an advertisement by 
Radio Prague soliciting recep- 
tion reports of programs di- 
rec to radio amateurs. Fur- 
thermore a seperate appeal is 
made to SWL’s. (Anohter ad 
appears in CQ, Feb. 1962, 
page 104) 


As we are all aware the 
Iron Curtain countries have 
been accumulating propaga- 
tion reports for several years 
and also compiling files on 
American amateurs (as well 
as amateurs in all other non- 
Communist countries). These 
files are made more complete 
by every future report re- 
ceived. Nearly all of us have 
been “blessed” by Czechoslo- 
vakian SWL cards and pos- 
sibly some of them have been 
answered. My position is as 
folloes: I cannot stop the Iron 
Curtain countries from hear- 
ing my signal (and from some 
of the results around here la- 
tely I seriously doubt that 
they are hearing it at all) 
but I will stop short of giv- 
ing them information beyond 
my rig line up, power, name 
and location. That is what 
they are permitted to discuss. 
I will not answer any Iron 
Curtain SWL’s and will not 
cooperate in giving them re- 
ception reports of commercial 
broadcasting stations operat- 
ing simultaneously on 5 fre- 
quencies. A comparison of re- 
ports of simulcasts ranging 
from 6 to 12 Mes. furnished 
free by America is what they 
ask . .. from me they will 
get zilch. 


However, the most interest- 
ing part of this ad... in the 
January issue a separate ad 
appears directly below the 
Czech ad... this separate 
ad claims that the above is a 
paid ad and has been cleared 
officially with the Telecom- 
munications Office of the U.S. 
State Dept. In the Feb. ad 
this statement, obviously by 
the publisher, does NOT ap- 
pear but has been replaced 
by the simple statement that 
“The above is a paid adver- 
tisement”’. 


To my thinking this may 
well be an example of mis- 
guided judgement. It may well 
be Not Misguided judgement 
but a following of the policy 
of “the dollar rules all”. It

The F.C.C. has given notice 
of a proposed rule-making 
regarding the 50 watts input 
power to the final stage o n 
the 420-450 OMC band. The 
proposed change would in- 
crease the maxium input pow- 
er to 1000 watts on this band. 
Apparently the use of radio 
altimeters using frequencies 
within the 420-4500MC band 
will be discontinued by Feb. 
1963. There are a few areas 
which will be excluded from 
the 1000 watt input proposal 
of which Florida is one. In- 
puts of 1000 watts may be 
authorized in these excluded 
areas On a case-by case basis, 
after mutual agreement be- 
tween the F.C.C. engineer in 
charge at the applicable Dis- 
trict Office and the Military 
Area Frequency Coordinator 
at the applicable milttary 
base. 


This proposal comes at a 
time when plans are under 
way for launching a larger 
“Echo” by the end of this 
year. This satalite will be 
somewhat larger than the 
100 foot diameter “Echo” one 
However the main difference 
will be the average height of 
100 miles as against nearly 
1000 miles of “Echo” one. 
Prominent VHF men believe 
‘tha't communications (two- 
way) via “Echo” two will be 
possible on 144MC. Gains of 
at least 20DB from both an- 
tennas and full KW input 
power to the transmitters are 
tdeemed necessary. Tiltable 
arrays will be a definate ad- 
vantage. If circular polariza- 
tion is used on both ends the 
direction of rotation must be 
opposite between the trans- 
mitting array and the receiv- 
ing array. This is because the 
reflection from the _ statlite 
will reverse the direction of 
rotation, The use of 1000 wat- 
ts input at 420MC would no

doubt stimulate much activity 
in both moon bounce and sat- 
elite bounce at this frequency. 
420-450MC band is aparently 
the logical choice for this 
kind of work except for the 
present power restriction. 


Those interested in filing 
comments supporting or op- 
posing the 1000 watt input 
proposal in the 420-40MC 
band, or submiting any mod- 
ifications or cunterproposals 
may do so by sending such 
comments to the F.C.C. in 
Washington, D. C. by June 
15, 1962. The original and 14 
copies shall be furnished the 
commission.
